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Education Or Big Macs? 


Most people think little of spending $10 or $15 at 
McDonald's or going to the movies several times per 
year. Most of us participate in at least one hobby, 
sport, or sports league that costs us anywhere from 
$100 to even $1,000 or more over the course of a yeat 
We don’t blink an eye at spending 40 cents per day 
($2 per week, $104 per year) for a cup of coffee. A 
new pair of pants and a new shirt can easily run $40 

And how about the lottery, on which many spend 
several dollars each week for nothing in return? Of 
the 87 million Pennsylvania Lottery tickets sold a 
few weeks ago, we know that thousands of them 
were purchased by Garrett County residents 

Yet, when people are asked to pay another $20 to 
$50 per year (about 6-14 cents per day) in new taxes 
for something as important as our schools, they 
balk. The moment they hear that little word ‘‘tax,”’ 
the blinders go up. The level of importance or need 
has nothing to do with it. ‘‘If it’s going to cause an 
increase in my taxes (no matter how small), I don't 
care what it is, I don’t want it. Case closed.’ 

Of course, none of us enjoys paying taxes, but we 
know it is necessary if we are to have things like 
schools and roads and sewer systems. And granted, 
there are certain taxpayers who pay far more than 
their share for relatively few services, such as the 
part-time resident property owners at Deep Creek 
Lake. Unfortunately, that is the price these folks 
must pay to live at the lake, not because of a high tax 
rate, but because of the ridiculously inflated prices 
of the real estate there. But it is no different 
anywhere else if one builds a second home in a 
resort area anywhere, he can expect to pay high 
taxes for little in return in the way of services 

I'he school renovation special referendum is less 
than three weeks away and again we wish to stress 
how important it is, and how relatively inexpensive 
it will be, for the school bond issue to pass. Because 
of the rapidly expanding tax base in this county, that 
$20 to $50 extra that will be paid the first year by the 
great majority of property owners is going to 
decrease to nothing within just a few years. A defeat 
of this referendum will represent an absolute 
disaster to this county in more ways than one could 
count 

If the quality of education of our young people 
isn't as important to us as participating in our 
bowling league, or buying a dozen Big Macs per 
year, or playing the lottery for a few weeks, then 
shame on us and let's just forget about the future of

months of age and older have up 
to date rabies vaccination al 
though animals of only three 
months of age can be properly 
protected through vaccination 
at the clinics. Area residents 
are reminded to check their 
pet's certification to make sure 
that the date has not expired 
indicating the pet is no longer 
properly protected 

The cost of the vaccination at 
the May clinics is $3 per animal 
Dogs should be brought to the 
clinic on a leash and under the 
control of a responsible person 
Cats should be brought to the 
clinic in animal transport cages 
or tightly secured boxes with 
air holes provided 

The Garrett County Health 
Department is also providing 
rabies pre-exposure unmuni 
zation shots for humans during 
the upcormng month.

ONION FILLED MEAT PIE 

2 medium (8 to 10 oz. each) Spanish onions 
1 pound lean ground beef 
34 cup dry bread crumbs 
1 egg 
v4 cup catsup 
1 tablespoon chopped fresh parsley 
1 clove garlic, minced 
1 teaspoon salt 
1/8 teaspoon pepper 
%, cup sliced fresh mushrooms 
2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
44 cup grated Parmesan cheese 

Peel and slice onions into ‘4-inch thick slices. 
Separate into rings to measure 5 to 6 cups. Combine 
ground beef, bread crumbs, egg, catsup, parsley, 
garlic, salt and pepper. Pat into 9-inch pie plate. Bake 
at 350 degrees for 20 minutes. Meanwhile saute onion 
rings and mushrooms in butter until limp, but not 
browned. Remoye meat shell from oven and drain off 
excess fat. Sprifale with Parmesan cheese, reserving 
1 tablespoon. Spoon onions and mushrooms into meat 
shell. Sprinkle with reserved Parmesan cheese. Bake 
15 minutes longer. Cut into wedges to serve. Yield: 4 
to 6 servings 


VEGETARIAN CASSOULET 

1 cup dried navy beans, rinsed 
1 small onion, quartered 
1 large garlic clove, halved 
1 10-0z. package frozen chopped spinach 
6 oz. fresh mushrooms, sliced 
2 large carrots, sliced 
8 oz. canned tomato puree 
%4 teaspoon oregano 
Freshly ground pepper to taste 
3 oz. part-skim mozzarella cheese, shredded 
25 cup (5 ounces) lowfat cottage cheese 
‘sy cup wheat germ (or bran or bread crumbs) 
2 tablespoons Parmesan cheese, grated 

Soak the beans overnight in 3 cups of cold water 
Or place them in a pan of 3 cups boiling water, cover, 
remove from heat, and soak for 2 hours. Drain the 
beans, and place them in a large saucepan with 3 cups 
of fresh water, the onion and garlic. Bring to a boil, 
reduce the heat, cover and simmer until just tender, 
about 3545 minutes. Do not overcook. Drain and 
discard the garlic, setting the bean-onion mixture 
aside. Cook the spinach according to package 
directions. Drain well, and squeeze with the back of a 
spoon until the spinach is quite dry. Combine the 
mushrooms, carrots, tomato puree, oregano, pepper 
and about *s of the mozzarella cheese in a large bow! 
Heat the oven to 375 degrees, and assemble the 
cassoulet by spreading half of the bean-onion mixture 
in the bottom of a 1'2 or 2-quart baking dish. Spoon ‘s 
cup of cottage cheese over the beans, covering the 
mixture evenly with half of the spinach and sprinkling 
with pepper to taste. Top it with half of the vegetable- 
cheese mixture. Repeat the layers of beans, cottage 
cheese, spinach and vegetable mixture, topping it all 
with the remaining ‘s of the mozzarella cheese, wheat 
germ and. finally.

Nothing dresses up an everyday dish like mushrooms. These elegant vegetables 
are simple to use, but they always add a special touch to your menu. 

Best of all, cultivated mushrooms are virtually fat free, an important factor when 
keeping within the Dietary Guidelines to Lower Cancer Risk established by the 
American Institute for Cancer Research. And mushrooms provide additional nutri 
tional benefits, including potassium, fiber, B-complex vitamins and phosphorus 

You'll find cultivated mushrooms in practically every market today, and many 
stores are beginning to carry more exotic, flavorful varieties such as morel, chanterelle 
and shiitake. Select mushrooms that are moist but not mushy, with caps that are tightly 
closed over the "gills" on the underside of the cap. They should have a velvety feeling 


and not be shriveled or dry. 


Fresh is best with mushrooms, but they can be stored for five days or longer with 
adequate refrigeration, humidity and air circulation. A paper bag or a basket can be 
used, but avoid storing mushrooms in plastic. Clean mushrooms gently in cold water 
before using, and blot them dry with paper towels immediately. Trim off rough ends with 


a sharp knife. 


To cook mushrooms without adding fat, try using small amounts of low sodium 
bouillon, wine, juice or even water, instead of margarine, butter or oil. Use a heavy 
skillet, don't cover it, and don't overcook or the mushrooms’ flavor and juices will be lost. 
Cook briefly (no more than four or five minutes), tossing them constantly. 


TURKEY SPROUT SALAD 
1 package (8 ounces) medium egg noodles 
2 cups cooked turkey, cubed 
1 can (15 ounces) bean sprouts drained or 1 cup 
fresh bean sprouts 
1 can (8 ounces) mushrooms, drained or 1 cup fresh 
sliced mushrooms 
3 hard cooked eggs, diced 
‘2 cup sliced red bell peppers 
‘2 cup cashews 
44 cup roasted sunflower kernels 
44 cup sliced celery 
4 cup green onion, finely chopped 
Italian dressing 
Cook noodles according to package directions. 
Drain and cool in cold water, drain again. Combine 
with other ingredients, chill. Serve with Italian 
dressing. Serves 8 


SWEET AND SOUR TOMATO SALAD 

3 medium tomatoes 
1 medium onion 
1 medium green pepper 
‘2 cup mushrooms, sliced 
‘3 cup red wine vinegar 
2 tablespoons honey 
¥4 teaspoon ground cloves 
1/8 teaspoon ground ginger 
1 tablespoon olive oil 
Freshly ground pepper to taste 

Chop the first 3 ingredients into ‘2-inch chunks. 
Combine in a large bow! with the mushrooms. Mix the 
vinegar, honey, cloves and ginger in a small bowl, 
and slowly whisk in the oil. Season with pepper to 
taste, and mix into the salad. Cover and refrigerate 2 
hours for the flavors to blend (this may be prepared 
up to 6 hours ahead), turning occasionally. Let stand 
at room temperature for 10 to 20 minutes before 
serving. Yield: 4 servings. 


MUSHROOM SOUP 

2 cups water 
2 teaspoons chicken bouillon granules 
4, pound fresh mushrooms, thick-sliced 
1 medium carrot, thick-sliced 
1 medium carrot, 1 small onion, thick-sliced 
2 teaspoons parsley flakes 
Dash pepper 
Dash garlic powder 

Pour water and chicken bouillon granules into a 
three-quart saucepan. Bring to a boil over medium 
high heat. Assemble salad maker. Process vegetables 
as indicated above, add to broth. Yield: 2 servings. 


TURKEY AND MUSHROOM CREOLE 
\% lb. fresh mushrooms, sliced 
1 medium onion, chopped 
4 cup water 
1/8 teaspoon garlic powder 
1 bay leaf 
1 large green pepper, diced 
1 16 oz. can stewed tomatoes, chopped 
1 lb. boneless turkey breast slices, cutlets, or 
tenderloin steaks (44-2 in. thick) 

Place all the ingredients except the turkey in a 
medium or large saucepan. Simmer, uncovered, for 
5-6 minutes. Meanwhile, place the turkey in a shallow 
baking dish (in a single layer). Remove the bay leaf 
from the sauce, and pour the sauce over the turkey, 
spreading it eveniy to cover. Bake uncovered at 375 
degrees for about 15 minutes, or until done. (If the 
cutlets are thinner than stated above, cook less time) 
Yield: 4 servings 


GOLDEN MUSHROOM SAUCE 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
2 tablespoons chopped shallots 
1 can (10%4-0z.) condensed golden mushroom soup 
‘5 cup water 
% cup dry red wine 
1 tablespoon chopped fresh parsley 

In a l1-quart microwave-safe casserole, combine 
butter and shallots, cover. Microwave on high 1-2 
minutes until tender. Stir in soup, water, wine and 
parsley. Microwave uncovered on high 3-5 minutes 
until boiling, stirring once 
Conventional Method: In a 2-quart saucepan over 
medium heat, cook shallots in hot butter until tender, 
stirring occasionally. Stir in soup, water, wine and 
parsley, heat until boiling, stirring frequently 


ORIENTAL VEGETABLE “STIR-FRY” 

1 cup green onions, sliced diagonally 
2 cups celery, sliced diagonally 
1 cup green bell pepper, chopped 
1 cup carrots, thinly sliced 
1 tablespoon margarine 
1 cup fresh snow peas 
1 cup fresh bean sprouts 
2 cups fresh mushrooms, sliced 
‘4 cup lite soy sauce 
4 teaspoon ground ginger 

In a 2-quart, microwave-safe casserole dish, 
combine the green onions, celery, bell pepper, carrots 
and margarine. Cover and microwave on full power 
for 3 minutes, drain. Stir in the snow peas, bean 
sprouts and mushrooms. Cover again and microwave 
on full power for 2 minutes. Stir, cover and 
microwave on full power 2 or 3 more minutes until 
vegetables are tender-crisp, drain.

Week Of May 15-20 
Designated Mailbox 
Improvement Week 


Oakland Postmaster Eugene 
H. Salmons has announced that 
each year the U.S. Postal Serv- 
ice designates a week during 
May to encourage customers on 
rural, city motorized, and con- 
tract delivery routes to 
examine and, where necessary 
improve the appearance of 
their mailboxes. Mailbox 
Improvement Week, May 15-20 
calls attention to the need for 


providing mail receptables that 
are: designed to protect mail 
from the weather, neat in 
appearance onveniently 
located, and safe to use 
Neat, attractive mailboxe 
make a significant contribution 
to the appearance of the 
countryside and to streets in 
suburban areas,’’ Salmons said 
The Postal Service approves 
two styles of boxes: traditional 
design in three standard sizes 
and contemporary design, als 
in three sizes. In areas where 
snow removal is a problem, the 
Postal Service suggests using a 
semi-arch or extended arm 
type support which allows 
snowplow to sweep near or 
under boxes without damaging 
support and provides easy 
access to the boxes by carriers 
and customers. Boxes designed 
primarily for use by customers 
receiving door delivery are dif 
ficult to serve efficiently from a 
vehicle, Salmons said, and the 
U.S. Postal Service does not en- 
courage their use as curbside 
receptables. However, any box 
that gives protection to the mail 
and allows safe, convenient 
delivery from the carrier's 
vehicle is acceptable 
Customer should instal 
boxes with the bottom of the box 
at a vertical height of between 
t*2 to 4 feet from the road sur 
face Where boxes are not 
directly in front of the 
customer residence, and on 
all rural route letterboxes, the 
ustomer house number or 
rural route and box number 
must be prominently displayed 
in one-inch letters on the side of 
the box from which the carrier 
approaches on the line of travel 
Boxe that are grouped 
together must display the 
address on the front of the box 
The placement of mailboxe 
on both rural and contract 
utes must be safe and con 


ient for carriers. The boxes 


must be on the right hand side 
of the road in the carrier 

trave lirection so they can 
leliver mail without leaving 
their nvevance This rule 


especially applies where traffic 
onditions make it dangerous 
for the arrier to drive to the 
left in order to reach the boxe 

or where doin would cor 
stitute a violation of traffic laws 
and regulations. Box placement 
must conform with State laws 


and highway regulatior

Garrett Farm Bureau Women Host 


Western Region 


Approximately 45 women 
from eight counties that make 
up the state's western region 
were hosted by the Garrett 
County Farm Bureau Women's 
Committee to a program and 
luncheon held in the Bittinger 
Firehall on Wednesday, April 
2B 

Garrett County chairwoman, 
Jean Wright, introduced the 
first speaker, Elmer White, 
state Farm Bureau field 
director, who spoke on the 
subject of animal rightists. He 
told the group that these 
rightists are activists, and that 
all activists are dedicated 
White explained that 80 percent 
of animal rightists are 
vegetarians, and are against 
the use of meat for food. He said 
they even feed their pets meat- 
free pet food. He added that 
they are also preventing 
animals from being used for 
racing and research. They are 
people from all walks of life, he 
said, mostly professional people 
with money to back them 

White said there are 4,600 
organizations nationally with 10 
million members and a budget 
of 200 million dollars. Their 
tactics, he said, are: 1) to work 
on people's emotions not 
logic: 2) they use modern 
methods like television, bill- 
boards, radio, and video 

White informed the group 
that a Veal Calf Protection Bill 
was defeated in Annapolis this 
year, thanks to the efforts of 
Farm Bureau, but he asked, 
“Can it be defeated another 
year”’’ He reported that Mary- 
land was only one of many 
states where animal rights 
legislation was pushed. He 
stressed that farmers must 

stand up and continue to fight 
for their rights as well."’ He 
added, “The common belief 
that right will prevail because it 
is right, is wrong. It takes 
tremendous effort on the part of 
the believers to make it so.” 
White continued, “If you may 
be getting discouraged as to the 
plight of the farmer, remember 
your alternative of getting up 
early in the morning and going 
out in the fresh country air as 
opposed to going out in the city 
or industrial area and breathing 
in the industrial fumes that are 
damaging to the lungs. Also," 
he said to the farmers, ‘‘you are 
self-employed and can be with 
your own place and family."’ 

White feels there are reason- 
able preventative measures 
with animal care that should be 
exercised, but should not be 
carried to extremes 

On another topic, White an- 
nounced that Garrett County 
has been first in the state to 
reach its membership goal and 
third to reach its quota 

The second speaker of the day 
was Garrett County Extension 
Agent Irmgard Koscielniak, 
who talked on the subject of 
“Women and Credit."’ She dis- 
covered that most of the women 
present owned credit cards and 
used thern. Wise use of these 
cards was stressed. As a 
general rule, she said, card 
holders should try not to charge 
more than 10 percent of their in- 
come and no more than 18 to 20 
percent in the case of an emer- 
gency 

The bottom line Koscielniak 
stressed was: ‘do not over- 
spend!'’ She said that it's a very 
wise rule to pay in full before 
interest is added. But, she 
added, that if a person does not 
use his or her credit card, or 
Stay in good standing, the card 
company may decide to drop 
them as a card holder. ‘A card 
can be considered a ‘courtesy 
card’ by the individual,”’ 
Koscielniak said. “It can be 
used as a charactor reference 
or for identification, especially 
in an emergency."’ She recom- 
mends three cards: a bank 
card; a purchasing card (such 
as Sears or Penneys); and a

gasoline company card if the 
person travels a lot 

She says a credit card can 
help to restructure spending 
habits for anyone with a prob- 
lem managing money, and 
added that there is casi-free 
counseling available on this 
subject through the Extension 
Office 

The Extension agent also 
touched on business bankruptcy 
and its implications. “Credit 
has become an ingrained part of 
financial management — have 
a credit card but don’t live on 
it!" were her closing remarks 

After lunch, State Women's 
Committee Chairman Leona 
Dell, of Westminister, was 
introduced and gave some 
interesting and timely remarks 

Next introduced was Ms 
Senior Maryland, Rita Zietak of 
the Flowery Vale Senior Center 
Earlier this month, Ms. Zietak 
was in the national competition 
at Atlantic City, N.J., and 
placed in the top 10, but took 
first place as Ms. Congeniality 
The Farm Bureau women en- 
joyed hearing of her exper- 
iences and the song she sang for 
the contest, ‘Blue Eyes Crying 
in the Rain." 

Ms. Zietak's philosophy is to 
be happy and to make others 


happy. ° ‘Happiness is along the 
road, not at the end of it,"’ she 
said

AFB Seeks Tax 
Deduction For 
Health Insurance 


The American Farm Bureau 
Federation has launched a 
drive to pass legislation grant- 
ing self-employed individuals a 
tax deduction for the cost of 
their health insurance 
premiums 


As part of the Tax Reform Act 
of 1986, Congress approved 
deduction of 25 percent of the 
self-ernployed's insurance cost. 
The deduction, however, 
expires at the end of the 1989 tax 
year, unless it is extended by 
Congress 

“It's clearly an uphill battle 
to get the legislation passed, but 
it’s a battle worth fighting,” 
said Grace Ellen Rice, 
associate director of AFBF's 
Washington office. ‘It's still an 
issue of tax equity. Individuals 
who receive health insurance 
coverage from their employers 
do not pay taxes on the benefit 
Farmers and other self- 
employed individuals pay their 
insurance premiums with after- 
tax dollars,"’ Rice said 

‘‘Members of Congress 
readily concede that self- 
employed individuals deserve 
the tax equity,”” she added. In 
the 99th Congress, 1 repre- 
sentatives and 29 Senators co- 
sponsored legislation to provide 
a 50 percent deduction for 
premium costs 

Farm Bureau has launched a 
grassroots effort to secure 218 
House of Representative co 
sponsors for a new legislative 
measure to deal with the 
inequity, H.R. 2121. Written by 
North Dakota Representative 
Byron Dorgan and Representa- 
tive Hank Brown of Colorado, 
the measure provides a 25 per- 
cent deduction in tax years 1990 
and 1991, a 50 percent deduction 
in 1992 and 1993 and a 100 per- 
cent deduction in 19% and 
thereafter

Formaldehyde Treatment for Hooves of Dairy Cattle 

Dr. Jenks Britt, a private practice veterinarian from 
Kentucky spoke at the Maryland Holstein Association meeting 
this winter. He gave a recipe for using formaldehyde treatment to 

toughen" the hooves of cows. Dr. Britt's suggestion was to buy 
37%, formaldehyde (formalin) by the barrel. It was diluted with 
water and put in a foot bath that the cows must walk through For 
the first week of treatment, 1 gallon of 37%, formaldehyde was 
diluted with 20 gallons of water. After that first week, 1 gallon of 
37% was diluted with 50 gallons of water. If hoof problems 
returned, then another week of the 1 gallon to 20 gallons treatment 
is needed. Each mixture is good for 300 passes through the foot 
bath 
Seed Corn Maggots 

During wet, cool springs like this one, seed corn maggots 
could very likely be a serious problem. Fields that are chosen 
most frequently for egg laying ace those in less than adequate 
drainage, old sod fields, or fields that have high concentration of 
organic matter. Fields that have had frequent manure 
applications are at the greatest risk for an infestation to develop 
Seed treatments of Diazinon, Lindane, Lorsban, or a cornbination 
of these chemicals, found in products like Agrox DL Plus or 
Lorsban 50 SL, will protect germinating seed corn against seed 
corn maggots and seed corn beetles at a relatively low cost. Treat

Politics, as we all know, can sometimes be a 
nasty game. The mud usually flies during an 
election campaign as candidates often spend more 
time and energy criticizing their opponents than 
revealing their own strengths and policies 
Reputations of the candidates are sometimes 
irreparably damaged.

The election was a farce, however, not only because 
of the corruption at the polls and in the tabulation of 
votes, but also because General Noriega, who 
reportedly received only about 30 percent of the 
vote, simply refused to concede defeat. Then 
yesterday, some of Noriega's ‘‘goons” physically 
attacked Endara, the winner of the election, with 
iron bars and beat him into unconsciousness. 
Eendara’s two vice presidentia! candidates were also 
beaten and a body guard was killed in the attack. 

This scenario sheds a different light on political 
encounters in the United States, such as the 
presidential debates that were held last year 
between George Bush and Michael Dukakis 
Although the barbs were tossed back and forth, both 
candidates displayed respect and courtesy toward 
each other. It makes one suddenly appreciate the 
fact that the person who receives the most votes in 
an election in our nation is the person who assumes 
office 

While there is vast room for improvement in our 
own system of government and politics, it is always 
a good idea to consider some of the ludicrous, 
barbaric alternatives that exist elsewhere

world's ecology. Wetlands provide homes and food for millions of 
fish, migratory birds, wildlife, and endangered species. They also 
act as a filter, slowing water runoff, absorbing sediment, and 
soaking up pollutants and nutrients that can irreplaceably harm 
our waterways. In many areas, especially in more developed 
regions where streets and houses have replaced forestland, these 
wetlands prevent flooding and protect property 

During the last decade, state and local governments have 
worked together to protect the fragile wetlands found in the tidal 
marshes and mud flats along the Chesapeake Bay and its 
tributaries. But tidal wetlands make up only 20 percent of the 
state's wetland area. Approximately 80 percent of the lowlands in 
Maryland are non-tidal wetlands located far inland from the bay 
Many of these non-tidal wetlands are forested areas which flood 
periodically during the growing season. These are the swamps, 
bogs, and low areas about which we have been so concerned 
during the 1989 legislative session 

The situation has become more critical with each passing 
day. The growth of our population, the expansion of our cities and 
suburbs, and the conversion of wooded areas to farmland have 
claimed increasing amounts of these essential wetlands. Only 
275,000 acres of non-tidal wetlands remain in the state, and we are 
destroying these at the rate of 1,600 acres each year 

The new legislation which would go into effect in 1991 requires 
builders, developers, and all those who alter the use of their land 
to look at all alternatives to wetlands destruction. New state 
permits will be needed before any wetland areas can be 
destroyed, and owners will be encouraged to create new wetlands 
to replace any that might be lost through construction or change 

It is clear that we must follow through on our commitment by 
protecting the state's fragile resources. We no longer have the 
luxury of time and unlimited abundance 

We have been entrusted with a unique heritage here in 
Maryland, centered around the beauty and abundance of our 
waterways. It is our responsibility to pass on that legacy to our 
children and to the generations of Marylanders to come. This new 
legislation is a significant step forward in our fight to protect 
outstanding quality of life in our state 
if we don't do it, who will’

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Crop Progress 
Behind Normal 


Rain and wet field conditions 
continued to delay planting of 
field crops, according to the 
Maryland Agricultural 
Statistics Service 

Planting of corn, soybeans 
and vegetables was behind the 
average for this date. An 
average of 2.0 days were suit- 
able for fieldwork during the 
week ended May 7. Farmers 
had prepared 62 percent of the 
acreage for spring planting, 13 
percent behind normal. Topsoil 
moisture was 10 percent 
adequate and 90 percent 
surplus. Subsoil moisture was 
67 percent adequate and 33 per- 
cent surplus 

Farmers had planted 21 per 
cent of the acreage intended for 
corn, 19 percent behind last 
year and 29 percent behind the 
average for this date. Sweet 
corn acreage was 22 percent 
planted, 36 percent behind the 
average. Potatoes were 83 per- 
cent planted. The transplanting 
of tobacco had begun. Wet field 
conditions have delayed plant- 
ing of most vegetables crops 
Farmers have planted 29 per- 
cent of the watermelon 
acreage, 30 percent of the can- 
taloupe acreage, and 34 percent 
of the cucurnber acreage 

Wheat, oats, barley and rye 
remained in mostly good con- 
dition. Wheat was 11 percent 
headed with some reports of 
powdery mildew. Barley, rye 
and oats were 71 percent, 72 
percent, and 87 percent headed, 
respectively.

Showy Roses 
If you enjoy flowers and would like to have them throughout 


the summer, you should consider roses. A properly managed rose 
bed can also provide you with an abundance of cut flowers.

So 
many times we neglect the most important item in growing roses, 
that is good soil preparation. Koses require a loose fertile, 
drained soil. A silt or clay loam that has provided good production

Stable Flies 

Stable flies are fiercely biting, blood-sucking flies that attack 
the legs and bellies of livestock. Although present throughout the 
warm months, populations are often highest from late May 
through June, especially after rainy periods. Even a few stable 
flies biting will cause some foot stamping and other 
discomfort, but five or more per leg cause dramatic behavioral 
changes in Dairy cattle, accompanied by a reduction in milk 
production. The female stable flies lay eggs on moist decaying 
organic matter where the maggots feed and develop. Soggy hay 
or straw, wet and decaying spilled grain, fermenting piles of 
green chop, silage, etc., are also typical breeding areas 
Therefore, good sanitation practices go a long ways in depressing 
the Stable Fly population 
supplements to sanitation practices 
recommended include 

1) Use 0.5%, Dichlorvos made by mixing 12.8 fl. oz 
EC Vapona in 5 gal

2) Use any of the commercially available emulsifiable 
concentrates containing 0.3%, of 1%, Pyrethrin plus 10%, Peperony!

On several occasions you 
have encouraged us to support 
the referendum issue for Gar- 
rett County school improve- 
ment projects with particular 
emphasis on quality of edu- 
cation. It is not the school build- 
ings that provide quality edu- 
cation and extravagant spend- 
ing on buildings will not 
guarantee that learning will im- 
prove. I attended one year of 
elementary school in the back 
room of a private home in Acci- 
dent because the school was too 
crowded before Northern was 
finished. I think I learned more 
that year than in a formal class- 
room setting because Mrs 
Strauss, my teacher, was a very 
good teacher. The only teacher 
that may have had a greater 
impact was Mr. Strauss who in- 
structed me so well in biology 
that it becarne my major in col- 
lege. | don't remember much 
about the appearance of his 
classroom. The teachers make 
the difference, not the school 
buildings. If we spend large por- 
tions of the county tax levy on 
interest and debt payments for 
school construction, then the 
County's ability to improve 
teaching conditions will suffer 
I don't think anyone questions 
the need for renovation of 
Southern. The renovation could 
already be underway if the 
School Board would accept the 
$5,691,000 project approved by 
the Maryland State School Con- 
struction Program and the 
County Commissioners. The 
State has approved funding for 
100,270 sq. ft. of renovation at 
Southern and 7,310 sq. ft. of new 
school construction space and 
the State will provide 75% or 
$4,269,000 of the funds needed 
leaving local cost of 23% or 
$1,422,000 plus architect fees of 
approximately $350,000 which 
the Commissioners have agreed 
to fund and Wey have wraicaveu 
they will do so even if the 
referendum is defeated 
The Board of Education 
wants an additional 22,000 sq. ft 
of renovation and 12,200 sq. ft 
of new construction beyond 


what the State has approved for 


o -wileal Mr. Belizel ow. on 


has increased over the years to 
FY 1988-89 when the Board re- 
ceived $7,400,000 or 49% of the 
$15,106,500 taxes collected by 
the County. This represents a 
78% increase in nine years of 
funds received by the Board 
from the County and these 
amounts don't include State and 
Federal funding. I think this 


represents a commitment to 
education by County govern- 
ment 


If the School Board is success- 
ful in convincing the voters of 
Garrett County to approve the 
referendum to obtain the 
$6,900,000 desired it will cost 
approximately $285,000 in bond 
counsel fees, cost of issuance, 
insurance, and brokerage fees 
to set up the bond issue, which 


will need to be included in the 
issue, making the total bond 
indebtness $7,185,000. This 


represents one half of taxes col- 
lected in Garrett County in a 
year. To repay this amount over 
30 years, the interest cost alone 
will be approximately 
$10,635,000. The interest plus 
principal of $7,185,000 makes a 
total of $17,820,000 that will be 
paid out to retire the debt over a 
thirty-year period if prepay 
ments do not occur. This does 
not include the $30,000 that has 
been mentioned as the cost of 
the special election 
So I ask you, is this wise and 
prudent use of our County tax 
resources” Is it worth 
$10,635,000 of interest costs in 
order for the Board of Edu- 
cation to get the 22,000 sq. ft. of 
renovated space in addition to 
the 100,720 sq. ft. approved by 
the State and 12,200 sq. ft. of 
new construction that the State 
Public School Program will not 
approve for funding? I do not 
view the defeat of the referen- 
dum as an absolute disaster to 
this county.

The classroom additions at Northern H gh School shouid 
not be done at the same time as the renovations addi 
tions at Southern High as this would add capacity for 
high school students in the county as a whole Although 
this is foreseen as needed, the addition of capacity at 
Northern would reduce the number of students upon 
which the State allocation is based for Southern This. in 
turn, would reduce the amount of State dollars available 
for the Southern High project It should be added 
however, that construction of the auxiliary gym at 
Northern could proceed at the same time as the work at 
Southern because this addition would have no effect on 
the county high school student capacity 


How can you guarantee that the $1.2 million will be left 
tor the proposed additions at Northern High School after 
the Southern High School project is completed? 

No one expects the County Commissioners to merely 
hand over $6.9 million to the Board of Education. Most 
likely. there will be lump sum transfers to Board of 
Education accounts as payments for certain aspects of 
the project come due Members of the Board have 
promised specific additions to NHS These arc the 
people elected by the voters to represent the best 
interest of the students of Garrett County and shovid be 
trusted to do so Administrators have also promised to 
carry out these proposals and. one would think. these 
persons know their jobs would be on the line if promises 
are not kept 


is there an auditorium included in the proposed plans 
for Southern High School? 

No. The elimination of a separate auditorium was the 
first of many compromises which the faculty of 
Southern High School and the staff of the Board of 
Education made on this project

to change? 
The planning of a school project, especially a renovation

Why does it seem that the total cost of renovating 
Southern High School increases every time that | hear 
the subject discussed? 

When the first projections of the cost to renovate 
Southern High School were made, the State paid 100% of 
the construction and equipment costs for the allocated 
project The State has changed this funding so that the 
local government pays the equipment costs and 25% of 
the State allocated construction costs Therefore. the 
expenses to be paid by the county have continued to 
increase with these changes Increases in the cost of the 
project are also due to changes in the plans as the 
process continues. and to annual inflation 


Why is more proposed for Southern High School than the 
State says needs to be done? 

The State does not look at a local high school and say 
what needs to be done The State decides funding for 
school construction by using a formula based on future 
enroliment However, these numbers do not go as far as 
40 years into the future, the lifespan of the building 
Formulas work fairly well for new school construction 
but not for renovations of comprehensive high schools 
like NHS and SHS (a comprehensive high school is one 
that includes programs for vocational/technical 
education as well as the regular high school program) 
The State formula does not consider the layout and 
condition of the existing building. the school’s curricu 
lum and activities. nor the community's growth and 
development The proposed project at SHS does 
consider these tactors 


Didn't the Board of Education receive Federal funding 
to remove the asbestos from Southern High School? 


Yes The Board of Education. within the last month 
received approximately $155,000 for asbestos removal 

approximately half of this is an outright grant and the 
other half is an interest free loan This money is for 
three schools Red House Elementary. Dennett Road 
Elementary. and SHS. Theretore. only a portion of the 
estimated $366,000 it will cost to remove the asbestos 
from SHS has been received 


If it’s going to cost so much to renovate Southern High 
School, why not just build a new high school? 

The idea of building a new Southern High School was 
explored earlier with the architect: He estimated the 
costs to be in the vicinity of $16 to $17 million, which did 
not include amounts for land acquisition/improvement 
architect fees. and equipment

Why have two super-modern vocational education 
facilities in the county? 

Approximately seven years ago the University ot Mary 
land conducted an extensive Needs Assessment Study of 
the vocational education program in Garrett County 
After considerable staff study. public debate. and Board 
ot Education discussion, the Board of Education decided 
to continue to provide vocational education programs 
through the two comprehensive high schools It was 
recognized at that time, howeve at nsiderablie 
work on both high school facilities would be necessary to 
bring ther up to State standards tor vocational! ed a 
tion consequently. the Board of Education has 
pursued the renovation/additions at both high school: 
partially as a result of this decisior 


Doesn't the yearly budget of the Board of Education 
include money for some of this work? Why hasn't it been 
done? 

The annual operating budget

“Yes, we have no bananas," may have been a popular song lyric of an 
earter day, but i's now a rare occurrence when you Cant go into your local 
market and pick up a bunch of sweet, yellow, nutrition-packed bananas 

America’s most popular fruit, the banana knows no season. Maybe 
that's why we consume an average of 22 Ibs. of bananas per person each year! 

This low fat, low sodium, low calorie, no-cholesterol fruit is one of the 
most complete foods around, providing substantial amounts of vitamin B-6, as 
woll as an extraordinary supply of the mineral potassium. Bananas are easily 
digestible—probably one of the first solid foods you learned to eat--with fiber that 
can help counter some gastroimestinal disorders. 

One of the greatest attractions of bananas is their honeyed sweet flavor, 
the result of their 21 percent sugar content This sugar can be a great source of 
energy, but a banana is lower in calories than a serving of cottage cheese. It's 
the perfect snack food 

When selecting bananas, look for those that are plump, unblemished, 
firm to the touch and bright to the eye. Bananas actually ripen better off the tree 
than on, but bananas that are too green contain large amounts of indigestible 
starches 

Since chilling stops the banana's natural ripening process, they

Coal 
was discovered in many areas 
where the towns grew up, pro-

When the major harvesting of 
trees began in the latter part of 
the 1800's, the hills and vaileys 
practically denuded 
Almost a century passed before 
large harvesting began 
again. Today have 
become more numerous in Gar- 
rett County and utilization of 
every part of the tree is the goal 
of the lumberman

These canning clubs, how- 
ever, were also the forerunners 
of the girl's 4-H clubs, and many 
of the participants were young 
girls. Profit per one-tenth acre 
was stressed to show the women 
and girls the importance of 
proper growing and preserving 
Tt was listed that the average 
cost to plant one-tenth acre was 
$10: the average cost of canning 
per each one-tenth acre was $7 
making the average profit per 
one-tenth acre $43.87 

The two girls recognized that 
making the first and 
second best record for yield and 
profit Alverta Miller, 
Grantsville who showed a 
profit of $42.07 and a yield of 
1,080 pounds from her one-tenth 
acre; and Beulah Mclean, of 
McHenry, with a $25.37 profit 
and yield of 875 pounds

We know that all of this 
was canned in the heat of sum 
mer over coal or wood fires, and 
that it was only a small portion 
of food canned in the county 
that year 

Another interesting note, in 
those days before refrigeration, 
was that 12,000 dozen of eggs 
were preserved in water glass 
Of the 41 members, 11 reported 
making 220 pounds of cottage 
cheese. To make this cheese, 
nine drain racks, nine presses, 
nine paddies, and four dairy 
thermometers were either 
home made or purchased 

The Home Demonstration 
Agent stressed the importance 
of appropriate equipment and 
labor saving devices to make 
women's work easier. That 
year, the labor saving devices 
purchased under the advice of 
the agent included 17 pressure 
cookers; seven gasoline irons; 
24 window screens; nine bread 
mixers; 11 clothes sprinklers; 
three sinks; two apple corers; 
five meat grinders; and four 
bath tubs. However, where the 
agent was to record the number 
of rest rooms established for 
farm women, the space was left 
blank. On a more positive note, 
though, Miss Gerber reported 
that three ‘‘fireless cookers" 
had been installed and two 
water systems 

A large part of all home 
demonstration agents’ work at 
that time was involved in the 
war effort, and additional emer- 
gency work in food production 
and conservation was carried 
on to meet war conditions. In 
addition to Miss Gerber's rural 
work, she worked in the towns 
to establish two community 
canneries and four community 
food drying centers, and 
advised women in the proper 
preserving of food for the war 
effort. Her report shows an 
estimate of 1,000 women in- 
fluenced by her instructions, 
and a large amount of fruits and 
vegetables packed and stored 
with an approximate value of 
$10,000

agents struggled to teach basic 
essentials food preparation 
and nutrition. This excerpt 
taken from Agent Lola Belle 
Green's 1926 report vividly 
brings to mind my grand- 
mother's cooking (and why I 
never liked vegetables) 

‘Enough could not be said on 
the cooking of vegetables, it 
would seem necessary to in- 
clude a vegetable cookery 
lesson in the program of each 
club during the year. There is 
such a tendency to drown all 
vegetables in water, overcook 
them, discolor them, use soda 
with a possibility of destroying 
the essential vitamins. Then 
always there has been a need to 
tempt the family with vege- 
tables for too few families eat 
the vegetables which they 
should. To do this, of course, 
vegetables must be palatable as 
well as attractive. Also some of 
the milk essential in the diet of a 
family may be added in the 
form of creams and sauces. All 
these points were stressed in 
the demonstrations on vege- 
table cookery. Women were 
urged to try out the recipes 
given them and to have at least 
two vegetables a day in their 
menu besides potatoes."’ 

In 1926, Agent Green was 
thrilled and amazed that 20 
women from Garrett County 
attended the Annual Rural 
Short Course at Col 
lege Park in June. She wrote, 
This was certainly a happy 
surprise to the home demon 
stration agent.

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THE GOLDEN AGE 


The 1950s were perhaps the ‘golden 


age’’ of Homemakers’ Clubs, as modern appliances had freed 
women from the drudgery of keeping house and preparing food, 
but most women had not yet started to work outside of the home 
Homemakers Clubs flourished because women had a great desire 
to learn skills that would make life better for their families, and 
they had the time to pursue that learning. Popular topics still 
included the basics, however, as these two photos from the 50s

The 1926 photo above shows a group of Garrett and Allegany County women who were 
graduates of the Rural Women’s Short Course at the University of Maryland at College Park that 
year. The purpose of the course was to give heip to the rural homemakers of Maryland through 
lectures and demonstrations in the art of home making. But equally important was another side of 
the Short Course rubbing elbows with other women to share their accomplishments and their 
frustrations. At the Annual Short Course, emphasis was also given to the social side of community 
life, with community singing, inspirational lectures and social activities. Today, all of this is still 
enjoyed by members of Homemakers Ciubs, as this 1968 photo shows. These women gathered at the 
Bittinger Fire Hall to complete a quilt which had been given as a gift to Extension Agent Jane 
Williams when she resigned several months earlier

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VINE-RIPENED TOMATOES — Vine-ripened tomatoes are not something many in Garrett 
County can brag about in April and May, but these vo-ag students at Northern High School can The 
tomatoes were grown hydroponically by students Jamie Uphold (standing above) and Edward 
Schmidt under the supervision of vo-ag instructor Larry Deal. The boys explained that hydroponics is 
the term used to describe any of several ways in which plants can be raised without soil. These 
methods. also known as soil-less gardening, include raising plants in containers filled with water or 
any one of a number of other nonsoil mediums. Below, Schmidt points to a hole in one of the tubes 
which carries the nutrient solution, and explains that the tomato plants are inserted into these holes 
and the roots are submerged to grow in the nutrient solution. “Raising plants in a nonsoil medium 
allows you to grow more plants in a limited amount of space,’’ Schmidt said, and added that he and 
Uphold grew about 48 plants in one small area of the greenhouse The two seniors, who had no 
previous experience with hydroponics, are pleased with the production and the yield they are getting 
Schmidt is holding one morning’s harvest above, right. Always learning, and willing to improve, the 
boys fee! that the nutrients they fed the plants may have produced large plants and many tomatoes, 
but the tomatoes were small, and they think this can by changed and improved before another year’s 
lanted. Hydroponics allows greater control over plants to insure more uniform results and

Deductible in “90 


One hundred percent of the 
cost of buying and installing 
liquid manure soil injection 
equipment can be deducted 
from Maryland income taxes 
beginning in the 1990 tax year 
according to a release from the 
Maryland Department of Agri- 
culture. Recent legislation 
allows farmers to subtract the 
cost of purchasing and instal- 
ling liquid manure soil injection 
equipment from their gross ad- 
justed income on their Mary 
land income tax form 

The deductible equipment 
must be used to inject manure 

not sludge into soil to 
reduce nutrient runoff and must 
be used on land on which farm 
products are raised 

To qualify, taxpayers need to 
prove that they bought the 
equipment after December 31, 
1989 and fill out a certification 
form which will be available 
from the county Soil Conser 
vation District office. A similiar 
certification program is cur 
rently available for the pur 
chase of a no-till planter or drill 
to verify eligibility for 
tax adjustment purposes

Spring is Grass Tetany Season 

Cows and young calves grazing lush spring pasture are prime 
candidates for hypomagnesemia or grass tetany. Don't forget to 
keep a ready supply of magnesium supplement before cows at all 
times during the spring of the year. You don't have to lose but one 
cow out of one hundred to far exceed the value of what a lot of 
magnesium supplements would cost you. Many producers keep 
magnesium supplements before cows Uwoughout the year. A 
commercially supplement that is high in magnesium, and by high 
I mean 8 to 12%, will do the job. You may mix your own 
supplement of magnesium by using equal parts by weight of 
magnesium oxide, salt, dicalcium phosphate and a palatable feed 
source such as finely ground shelled corn, dried molasses, or 
soybean meal. Magnesium oxide is not palatable by itself. Cows 
should be kept on magnesium supplementation well into June or 
longer. If you experience an animal) going into a tetany situatior

Spring Foot Rot Control in Sheep 

Spring tends to be the worst time of the year for spread of foot 
rot in the sheep flock. If foot rot is a problem in your flock, the 
spread of the disease can be controlled by placing sheep through a 
footbath once every one to two weeks. The recormmended footbat! 
solution presently getting the best results is made up of 10%, zin 
sulfate. To make a 10%, solution, add eight pounds of powdered 
zinc sulfate to ten gallons of water. Liquid laundry detergent 


should be added as a wetting agent at the rate of + 
gallons of water.

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Very soon the Gypsy Moth caterpillar will be hatching. The 
population is expected to be high this year. Homeowners can do a 
few practices to reduce the damage done by the caterpillar. One 
practice is to place ‘sticky barrier bands"’ on the trees. These 
bands should be placed before the eggs hatch. The sticky barrier 
bands prevent the primary invasions of newly hatched cater- 
pillars from egg masses found near the base of a banded tree, in 
surrounding lead litter, in woodpiles, in lawn furniture, etc 
Sticky barrier bands also prevent three types of secondary 
invasions of gypsy moth caterpillars. First, ‘‘ballooning"’ cater- 
pillars (those that hang by silken threads from tree branches or 
foliage and then are dispersed by wind) will generally fall to the 
ground. These tiny, young caterpillars will be prevented from re- 
entering the tree canopy by the sticky barrier band. Second, older 
caterpillars that begin life in the tree, above the band, and did not 
balloon out of the tree when very young, still periodically drop out 
of the tree's canopy because of irritation of natural enemies, 
wind, rain, etc. The larger the population, the more likely cater- 
pillars are to move out of trees. The sticky barrier band will 
prevent re-infestation of the tree by these larger caterpillars 
Finally, large caterpillars may swarm into your yard from neigh- 
boring properties where the threes have been completely 
defoliated. Well-maintained barrier bands will protect your trees 
from this late season threat. If you would like more information 
gn the use and kinds of barrier bands, call my office at 334-1990 
‘and ask for Fact Sheet 476, tified ContFbiliig Gypet Muth © 
pillars with Barrier Bands."’ 

Tips for Trying New Varieties in Your Garden 
1)Plant enough of the new type to permit a market analysis, 
in addition to plant growth and yield observations 

2)Plant a standard variety of the same crop at the same time 
You cannot accurately compare plants of different ages. The 
quantity of the standard variety planted should be at least the 
same as that of the new variety 

3)If you routinely use different planting systems for a crop, 
compare the new variety and the standard for each planting 
system 

4)Use the same cultural practices for all varieties in the test

Use of leaded fuels has 
been on the decline due to 
restrictions imposed by the U.S 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) 

Older engines that now run on 
unleaded fuels do not receive 
the benefits of lubrication that 
leaded fuels supply to valves 
Valve seats in older engines are 
made of metals which are much 
softer than the valves them- 
selves. Without lead deposits as 
a solid lubricant, the hard valve 
can burrow into the softer seat

His pulse was barely palpable. His lungs were so 
badly bruised that his breathing was labored and 
spasmatic. His blood pressure was 40 over too-low- 
to-measure. Many of his bones were broken and he 
had taken a severe blow to the head. He was dying. 

Such was the condition of young Scott Thrasher 
Monday morning after the car he was driving 
collided with a large truck just east of Mtn. Lake 
Park on State Rt. 135. However, within minutes the 
area was swarming with volunteer paramedics, 
emergency medical technicians, and fire fighters, 
all of whom had dealt with such emergencies before. 

Using sophisticated extrication equipment, the 
emergency personnel ripped the crumpled 
automobile apart and freed the young man from the 
wreckage. They worked quickly and efficiently, first 
assessing his injuries and recording vital signs, and 
then employing all of their wisdom and skills to save 
his life. 

Two IVs of life-saving fluids were administered 
and shock trousers, inflatable pants that force blood 
from the lower extremities to the heart and vital 
organs, were quickly utilized. The State Police 
medevac helicopter had already been summoned 
and was enroute. Some of the volunteer fire fighters 
assisted the medical personnel, while others worked 
to make the environment as safe as possible by 
handling traffic control, using absorbent material to 
clean up gasoline that had spilled from the truck, 
and doing everything else that was necessary to 
eliminate the danger of fire. 

The helicopter arrived, critical information was 
shared by the loca! emergency crew with the State 
Police paramedic, and Scott was loaded into the 
chopper and flown to the trauma center at Memorial 
Hospital. Because of the outstanding work by the 
Southern Rescue personnel, Scott's vital signs were 
much stronger when he arrived at the hospital. In 
fact, his systolic blood pressure had climbed to over 
100. There are now strong indications that he will 
make a full recovery. 

Had the same accident occurred just 16 years 
ago, Scott Thrasher would not have survived. We 
had no rescue squads then, we had no emergency 
medical technicians and paramedics, we had no 
helicopters, we had no regional trauma center. Both 
county rescue squads have been in operation for 
over 15 years, long enough now to be taken for 
granted. The great rescues and success stories in the 

early years of the squads were more noticed and 
appreciated because the squads were such a new 
and wonderful addition to our community. 

Therefore, we wish to acknowledge and 
recognize once again these scores of volunteers in 
Garrett County — both rescue and fire department 
personnel — who continue to do such outstanding, 
life-saving work in our communities. While there are 
germee paids personne). inthe slale’s. emergency 
medical network, it is the volunteers who provide 
the key to making it all work. Without them, there 
would be no system, there would be few rescues, and 
in this particular case this week, Scott Thrasher’s 
life on this earth would have ended last Monday.

tunate, and hope your votes for 
a better school system might 
enable all children to join the 
mainstream of our community” 
Let's not be too quick to judge 
the welfare mother, paying for 
her groceries with food stamps 
and think ‘There, but for the 
Grace of God, go 1.’

Fiscus, Health Officer for Gar- 
rett and Allegany counties, re- 
quested that the letter be 
published in this column. 

Dear Dr. Fiscus 

For the second time in the 
past six months, the Garrett 
County Mental Health Advisory 
Committee has learned after 
the fact of major decisions 
which you have made that have 
significantly affected the de- 
livery of mental health services 
in Garrett County and also the 
relationship of Garrett's mental 
health services to the county's 
other human service providing 
agencies. The first episode was 
the notification you sent to the 
Garrett Memorial Hospital 
emergency room of the immedi 
ate cessation of after-hours 
mental health services by the 
Health Department. We under- 
stand that additional monies 
have been secured from the 
State for the hospital to provide 
these services and that the 
matter has been resolved 
amicably. We regret, however, 
that the matter was not handled 
initially in a more diplomatic 
fashion 

The second episode which ex- 
ploded with the volatility in The 
Republican newspaper of May 
18, 1989, and with flyers on the 
windshields of city parked cars 
proclaiming, “‘Are you con- 
cerned about the quality of the 
services your Health Depart- 
ment offers’? Then you will not 
only read this you will react

staff positions are secure. The 
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only foreseeable change will be 
from contractual to merit posi- 
tions.” 

An immediate request by the 
Mental Health Advisory Com- 
mittee Executive Committee to 
meet with you resulted in the 
following explanations for your 
actions for wanting to free up 
extra monies 

1. Medicaid now requires a 
psychiatrist to be available at 
the time of intake. Additional 
psychiatric time would be re- 
quired for this. You further 
stated that you had a promise 
from the Regional Office of a 
psychiatrist who would be 
available for Garrett County 
service in July 1990. There 
seemed to be some uncertainty 
as to whether or not the individ- 
ual would actually come to the 
County to provide this service 
Meantime, the termination of 
the six Ed.D. level psy 
chologists is effective July 1989 
2. Governor Schaefer is re- 
quiring all Health Departments 
to give priority attention to chil- 
dren and adolescents and to 
initiate immediately the Casey 
Project as is currently being 
done in Prince Georges County 
under a very large demonstra- 
tion grant. To do this you said 
you will need a_ child 
psychiatrist and a master's 
level social worker 

The committee feels that Gar- 
rett County is already involved 
in some very innovative 
collaborative efforts for chil- 
dren and adolescents through 
its unique Continuum of Per- 
sonal Adjustment programs

not yet been made available by 
the State for other counties to 
start new Casey initiatives, we 
feel it would be prudent to

By terminating six Ed.D 
level psychologists for yet un- 
known employees we are losing 
much of the current known 
expertise and experience with 
children and youth 
3. The five individuals termi- 
nated are licensed psy- 
chologists in West Virginia and 
one is licensed in Pennsylvania 
but are not licensed in Mary- 
land. This necessitates the 
requirement of an hour of 
supervision per week for each 
which amounts to 12 hours per 
week that are not available for 
treatment 

While on the surface this may 
appear as an extravagance, the 
committee feels that, in view of 
the calibre of the individuals in 
question, the time is very profit- 
ably spent in case consultation 
The quality of their services 
bears testimony to this 

Your explanations at the full 
Mental Health Advisory Com 
mittee meeting on May 19 did 
little to allay the rest of the 
committee's concerns which 
matched those of the Executive 
Committee. Attendance of 
approximately 20 individuals 
from the community (all 
Mental Health Advisory Com- 
mittee meetings are open to the 
public) revealed a preponder- 
ance of allied professionals who 
were equally concerned about 
the termination of long valued 
therapists. They were particu- 
larly concerned that this would 
leave the Health Department 
without the capability of per 
forming psychologicals. Also of 
concern were the 60 clients cur- 
rently being seen by these 
therapists. You told us only 26 
individuals will remain to be 
reassigned once their current 
therapist leaves. What has hap- 
pened to the remaining 
individuals” 

As an Advisory Committee 
we heartily agree that person- 
nel decisions are yours and 
yours alone to make. We feel, 
‘ tht am eee Ale 
missals without even prior 
knowledge of their supervisor 
or Medical Director and 
resignations — four that we are 
currently aware of out of a 
staff of 30 is certainly sympto- 
matic of more serious diffi- 
culties. You are as aware as we 
are, surely, of the low morale 
that currently affects the 


Mental Health Division. As a 
step toward correcting the situ- 
ation the Mental Health Ad- 
visory Committee urges you to 
RECONSIDER the termi- 
nations of the Ed.D. psy- 
chologists and not deprive Gar- 
rett Countians of such talented 
services. 

It is the sincere desire and 
mandate of the Mental Health 
Advisory Committee to work 
effectively with the Health 
Officer. The Garrett County 
Mental Health Advisory Com- 
mittee represents the com- 
munity you have been assigned 
to work with. We feel obligated 
and privileged to represent the 
interests of our community to 
you and will continue to do so to 
the best of our abilities

The gypsy moth spray pro- 
gram got off to a slow start this 
year because of wet 
weather. However, a depart- 
ment spokesman said the 
weather also prevented the 
development of both the gypsy 
moths and leaves on the trees, 
so the program was basically 
still on schedule up until the 
time of the crash 

It is estimated that the leaf 

eating caterpillars defoliated 
59,000 acres of oaks and other 
hardwoods in Maryland last 
year. And MDA's Chief of 
Forest Pest Management, 
Robert Tichenor Jr Says 
‘This may be the year we see 
100,000 acres defoliated. I 
expect them to be much worse 
than last year 

The state carried out its $2 

million aerial spraying pro 
gram using small airplanes and 
helicopters to treat 1,123 indivi- 
dual ‘blocks’ statewide. These 
‘blocks"’ made up 170,000 acres 
in 21 counties and Baltimore 
city that were targeted for 
spraying 

The gypsy moth is a 
European insect accidentally 
released in Massachusetts in 
1869, and has steadily expanded 
its range south and west from 
New England since then. In 
Maryland, 11,000 acres of trees 
were defoliated as early as 1982, 
with damage rising to 83,000 
acres in 1985 

Leaf damage is caused by the 
caterpillar stage of the moth 
and the defoliation can weaken 
or kill oak, willow, hawthorn 
birch, apple, beech, and sweet

Last year, controversy over 
the safety of the sprays being 
used, Dimilin and Bacillus 
thuringiensis (Bt), prompted 
property owners to withdraw 
7,000 acres of the 12,000 acres 
originally planned for treat- 
ment in Baltimore and Balti- 
more County alone. Bt, a bio 
logical pesticide which the state 
uses near environmentally 
sensitive areas such as streams 
and reservoirs, attacks the 
caterpillars during the early 
stage of their development, 
while Dimilin, a more contro- 
versial spray, attacks the 
middle stage of caterpillar 
development 

Tichenor said only five spray 
blocks, all in Baltimore County, 
were dropped this year, 
although 30 blocks in the county 
and three in the city were re- 
drawn to avoid spraying the 
properties of objectors 

‘We had much less protest 
this year," he said, crediting 
greater community involve- 
ment and increased educational 
efforts by the agriculture 
department 

The heavily forested western 
counties of Garrett, Allegany, 
Washington and Frederick 
account for nearly 40 percent of 
the 170,000 acres sprayed or 
scheduled to be sprayed
